000 building of its own. 


D uring its existence the Court has 
been moved 12 times. The 13th move 
brings it into one of the most e la b ­ 
orate an d beautiful buildings in tile 
world -one which may lie expected to 
last as long as the Court is the s u ­ 
prem e arb ite r of the n ati on’s laws. 


T h e new building, which faces the 
Capitol with a park intervening, Is a 
realization of the dream of the late 
Chief Ju stice William 
Howard Taft. 
He lived until his long campaign to 
p ersuad e 
Congress 
to 
provide 
the 
Court with a home of Its ow n was a s ­ 
sured of slioness, but he died even lie- 
fore the corner ston e was laid. 
Th e elaInna teness of the new build­ 
ing has been the cause of some criti­ 
cism. The official explanation of those 
responsible for it is that it was neces­ 
sary to construct a 
building 
which 
would not be dwarfed by the Library of 
Congress, close at 
hand, 
or 
other 
buildings in the Capitol group. 
The 
result was that the Court has more 
space than It knows what to do with 
now. 
While the building still Is Incom­ 
plete, an d may not be entirely finish­ 
ed for months, it has i>eeii housing a t ­ 
tache s of the court for several months 
and is ready to acc om moda te the press 
of business put 
upon 
the co urt by 
pending “ New Deal” cases. 
The Cou rt first met in the Royal 
Exchange in New York in 1790. Many 
of its moves have been occasioned by 
expansion and 
remodelling 
of 
the 
Capital, w here It came in 1808. Fro m 
1860 until this Hummer it occupied the 
old Senate chamber. 
The new building is of Corinthian 
style of archite cture, chosen by Cass 
Gilbert, the architect, as harmonizing 
with o th e r stru c tu re s In th e Capitol 
group. 
American materi als were used for 
the most p art in its construction. The 
exterior is of Vermont white marble, 
while the four inner co u rts 
a re 
of 
Georgia marble. 
T h e co u rt room it­ 
self contains marble s of o th e r nations. 
The walls a re of Span ish marble, the 
columns, floor border and panels of 
Italian marble. 
The building includes a conference 
room where the nine justices of the 
high co urt will mee t to argue, con­ 
sult an d agree upon opinions in cases 
ra n g in g from small person al injury in 
law suits to such m o n u m e n ta l mat ters 
as the gold clause cases. 
Formerly 
they had to confer in a sm all room in 
the ba se m ent of the Capitol. 
T h e re is a robing room, where the 
justices will don 
thei r 
black, 
silk 
robes 
before 
m o u n tin g 
the 
bench. 


Filch justice h a s a suite of offices, a l ­ 
thoug h most of them a re expected to 
do most of th eir work in offices they 
have established in their houses or 
a p a r t m e n t s . Also for the justices, who 
a re likely to lunch on milk ami c ra c k ­ 
ers th ere is a beautiful private dining 
room. 
Iii addition to office space for the 
clerk and the marsh al, there is a huge 
library. 
It rn designed to serve lo th 
the court and attorney s. It is regard 
cd by many as tin’ most beautiful room 
in the building. 
Su rm o u n tin g wood 
colu m ns a re carvings, all 
in

The ceiling is high, two whole floors 
being used for it 
Huge b o o k s t a l l s 
have been installed. 


T h e c entr al portion o f the building 
is four stories high above the terrain 
on the east front and th ree stories

three stories high a tu n e tho terra ce

TOBACCO HARVEST IS 
NOW IN FULL SWING 


Motorists to York and Lancas­ 
ter Counties lo Be Well 
Rewarded for I rip 


WELL W O R TH TF IE VISH 


HARRIS BURG, Sept. 21— P ennsyl­ 
v a n ia ’s tobacco ha rv est is in full swing 
an d motori sts who visit York ami Lan 
c aster counties where this little u n d e r­ 
stood 
but highly im p o rtan t industry 
flourishes will be well rewarded, ae 
l ording to W arr en Van Dyke, Secre­ 
ta ry of Highways. 
These cou nties — delightful garden 
spots 
are well worth a visit in any 
season, but duri ng the tobacco harvest 
the un in form ed will find a real educa­ 
tion in the production of this comm od ­ 
ity, not usually associated with Pe nn­ 
sylvan ia to any g re a t extent, although 
the value of the 1935 crop is estimated 
iii excess of $3,000,000. 
The Lincoln Highway, Route 30, of­ 
fers easy access from east oi west tra 
versing both counties and linking their 
twin tobacco “capita ls,” York and L an ­ 
caster, via the new and magnificent 
Wrightsville-Uolumbia Bridge, the o n ­ 
ly hig h w ay c a rr ie r sp anning the Kus 
q u e h a n n a in the fifty-odd miles of its 
winding course from H a rrisb u rg to the 
Maryland line. 
Fro m these cities n etw ork s of State 
and cornily roads crisscross both coun 
ties and enable motorists to inspect 
even the more remote sections of Urn 
tobacco c o u n try where thrifty Amish, 
Mennonite an d River B re th ren fa r m e rs 
grow tobacco they rarely use. Drying 
sheds dot the countryside and men, 
w omen and children talk tobacco from 
the cultivation of seedling plants to 
the ex p ert details of cigar making. 
The tobacco of commerce is one of 
several plants of the genus Nieotiana, 
but m o re particularly Nieotiana Ta- 
bacum. The word, however, is believed 
to hinge on the word ‘‘tobago,’’ which 
was an Indian pipe mad e of a hollow 
forked reed and smoked throu gh the 
nostrils, the tobacco being placed in 
the other end of the stem. Contrary

They 
won ’t w ant to h a n g a n o th e r consti­ 
tutiona l millstone a ro u n d th eir politi­ 
cal necks. 
They will not perm it the 
Governor to put them in w ro ng wit Ii 
the voters a second time on this issue. 
“Gov erno r E arle and his associates
